Dull Orator Makes the 
Deputies Drowsy. 


Socialists not Ready to 
Wag longues. 


Proposed Demonstration Gets 
Drowned in Rain—Spread 
of Strike. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
BRUSSELS, April 16.—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.) The diplomatic, private and 
public galleries in the Chamber of 
Deputies were filled to their capacity 
today when the debate on the proposed 
revision of the Constitution began: Mr. 
Beernaert, the former President of the 
Chamber and Secretary of State, 
opened the discussion. He was fre- 
quently interrupted by M. Van Der 
Veldt, the Socialist leader, and with 
shouts of “Universal suffrage is su- 
preme.” 

M. Beernaert expressed the belief 
that the present Belgian electoral sys- 
tem was satisfactory. He referred to 
the numerous social] laws passed dur- 
ing the last fifteen years, at the behest 
of the Socialists, and said the latters’ 
sole recognition of the passage of these 
laws was the declaration of a general 
pene. accompanied by threats of vio- 

nce 


After the speech of M. Beernaert, and 
a speech delivered by M. Feron, Pro- 
gressionist. which monopolized the en- 
tire session, and fell very flat, the 
opening day of the great debate on the 
proposed revision of the Constitution 
ended in what was almost a flasco. 
The members were evidently waiting 
for the delivery of the speeches of the 
Socialist and Liberal leaders, and the 
response of the Premier, M. de Smet de 
Mayer, tomorrow and Friday, when it 
is expected a vote will be taken which 
will instil life into the Parliamentary 
proceedings. 

The promised great demonstration in 
the streets on the adjournment of the 
Chamber dwindled to the appearance 
of 200 persons, who accompanied the 
Socialist Deputies to the office of their. 
organ, Le Peuple, where M. Van Der 
Velde, from a window. addressed the 
crowd. He said the day's proceedings 
in the Chamber had not modified the 
situation. and the government was still 
recalcitrant and had shifted the fe- 
sponsibility for a dissolution of Parlia- 
ment which the revisionists would de- 
mand if the Chamber rejects the pro- 
posal to revise the Constitution, on the 
King, who thus far had been silent. 
The collapse of the proposed demon- 
was traceable to the drench- 
ing rain, and overwhelming precau- 
tions taken by the police, which seem 
to place further disturbances in Brus- 
sels out of the question.

Chaplain of Cemetery Arrested and 
Fined for Refusing to Receive a Body 
for Interment Because Unaccompanied 
by Certificate from Priest. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

HAVANA, April 16.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] The question which has 
arisen between the military government 
and the Archbishop of Havana with 
regard to the right of the church to 
collect certain burial fees for inter- 
ments in Cristobal Colon Cemetery has 
resulted in the arrest of the chaplain of 
the cemetery for refusing to receive a 
body for interment without a certificate 
from the parish priest. The chaplain 
was fined $10. 

A few days ago the acting Secretary 
of State wrote a letter to the arch- 
bishop, which was published in the 
Gazette as an official order, saying that 
by authority of the military govern-: 
ment he requested the archbishop to 
inform the parish-priests that they had 
no right to collect burial fees; that 
certificates authorizing burial could be 
legally issued only by a judge or the 
civil government, and that byrial in 
the cemetery eould not be refused 
when such a certificate, together with a 
certificate of the ownership of a lot in 
the cemetery was presented. 

The archbishop protested against this 
letter to Gen. Wood, on the ground 
that the cemetery was a private cor- 
poration, owned -absolutely by the 
church. He said the government had 
no right to interfere in the matter; that 
certificates from the parish priests were 
needed to comply with the internal 
regulations; that for 63 per cent. of the 
buriais in Cristobal Colon Cemetery the 
church received nothing, and that the 
ot cemeteries in Havana had simi- 
lar regulations. 

The archbishop has filed another pro. 
test in this matter with Gen. W , in 
which he claims protection for the

NOT GUILTY. 


Verdict of Jury in Case of Mrs. 
Marie Stanley Charged With Killing

OTTAWA (Kan.) April 16.—The jury 
in the case of Mrs. Marie Stanley, 18 
years of age, who has been on trial 
here for the past weck, charged with 
having killed:James B. Booth, an aged 
war veteran, returned a verdict at 4:40 the 
o’clock this afternoon finding her nof :

Booth’s body was found in a well on 
January 1:last near the home of Mrs. 
Mary McCoy, mother of the defendant, 
and blood, stains were traced to the 
McCoy house. Mrs. Stanley, her mother, 
and her friend Bessie Browning, @ 
young girl, were indicted on a charge 
of murder in the first degree, the in- 
formation alleging that the women had 
first struck Booth with an ax, and then 
thrown him into the well in such a 
manner that he was mortally wounded 
by the fall. He had been robbed of 
$100, and his watch was found in the 
ssession of Mrs. Stanley, who had 
left Ottawa soon after the murder for 
Topeka. The women, with two children, 
members of the family, were placed 
in jail, and kept there until last week, 
when Mrs. Stanley. alone was held for 
trial, Mrs. McCoy and Miss Browning 
being released.

After a long and arduous fight, 
it looks as if the friends of national 
irrigation had at length succeeded in 
getting the movement into suca shape 
that a good beginning may be made, 
along practical lines. The so-called 


. compromise irrigation bill, which con- 


‘tained so many bad features that it 
was impossible for the national irrig.- 
tionists to support it, has been 
-amended in a satisfactory manner, so 
as to safeguard the interests of actual 
settiers, and will now receive the earn- 
est support of the National Irrigation 
Association. To that association is 
largely due the success that has been 
achieved, but it is doubtful whether 


* this fight could have been won had it 


not been for the steadfast manner in 
which the President has upheld the 
right end of the question. As soon as 


the weak points of the compromise 


bill were pointed out to him, with his 
characteristic determination he in- 
sisted that the bad features of this 
bill should be eliminated before he 
would approve the measure. 
It is true that the amount of money 
appropriated by this bill is entirely 
inadequate to accomplish the purposes 
of the act, but there is no doubt that, 
soon as.the principle is fully es- 
tablished, the obligation rests on 
the Federal government to reclaim the 
‘arid public lands, and as soon as one 
or two systems are actually con- 
structed, as object lessons of the ben- 
‘efits resulting from irrigation on a 
large scale, there will be no serious 
objection to increasing the fund for 
construction, so that works will be 
‘Dbuillt as fast as settlers will take the 
land. One of the first of these proj- 
ects to be taken up will doubtless be 
the San Carlos reservoir, in Arizona. 
The Secretary of the Interior has 
already reserved the public lands to be 
irrigated from this reservoir. The en- 
terprise will not only furnish homes 
for a great many white people, but 
will supply much needed water to a 
tribe of friendly Indians, who have 
undergone much hardship of late, 
through the diversion of the water 
supply that they have utilized for 
generations. 
The duty of the friends of national 
frrigation is now to bend every effort, 
and bring to bear al] legitimate 
influence, to secure the passage of 
this amended irrigation oill. When 
jthat is done, the usefulness of the 
National Irrigation Association will 
by no means have come to an end. 
The fight will not be over, with the 
/passage of this bill, although the first 
great battle of the campaign will have 
been won. The secret enemies of the 
movement are powerful, and large 


_ Money interests are at stake, so that 


we may be sure that they will not 
surrender the field without several 
more attempts to obstruct the national 
irrigation movement. In course of 
‘time, the nation at large will come 
to- understand the great importance 
of preserving these arid lands in- 
violate, for the use of bona fide home 
seekers. When that time comes, the 
“national irrigation movement will 
take care of itself, but until then we 
must not forget that eternal vigilance 
is the price, not only of liberty, but 
of safety.

‘O BE INVESTIGATED. 

The President has properly di- 
rected that a thorough investigation 
shall be made of the oft-repeated 
charges of cruelty on the part of our 
soldiers toward the Filipinos. The 
persistency with which these charges 
have been made is a sufficient justi- 
fication for the President's action. 
There is little probability that the in- 
vestigation which is to be made will 
prove one out of a thousand of these 
charges to be true. There is a very 
strong probability, on the contrary— 
amounting to a veritable certainty 
-——that they will be proven false. But 
this probability is in itself an ediied 
reason for the making of a thorough 
investigation. It is no more than 
right that our men in the Philippines 
should be authoritatiyely and fully 
acquitted of these damaging accusa- 
tions. 

Beyond a doubt, there have been a 
few isolated cases of reprisals for 
cruelties inflicted by Filipino insur- 
gents upon Americans. Severe meas- 
ures may have been taken in a few 
individual cases, under great and un- 
usual provocation. Such. things are 
hardly avoidable under the conditions 
which bave prevailed in the islands. 
It must be remembered that we have 
been opposed by a treacherous, cruel, 
and semi-barbarous foe, which con- 
stantly imposed upon the forbearance 
and tried the patience of our officers 
and men by acts of treachery, deeds of 
cruelty, and violations of the accepted 
rules of civilized warfare. 

But the suppression of the insur- 
rection in the Philippines, speaking in 
a broad, general sense, has been ac- 
complished with a singular absence of 
cruel and unusual punishments. In- 
deed, the kindness and leniency with 
which our enemies have been treated 
has often excited the astonishment of 
the Filipinos themselves. Buch acts 
of cruelty as may have been perpe- 
trated have been, in the main, without 
authority. They have been merely 
incidental. as well as few and isolated, 
and they have in no sense been a 
part of our policy of repression. 

The investigation which has been 
ordered by the President will un- 
doubtedly show these facts. It will 
also show that in most cases where 
any of our soldiers have been guilty 
of wrong or cruelty toward Filipinos, 
the person or persons guilty of such 
acts have been properly punished. 
The investigation should by all means 
be as thorough as it can possibly be 
made. 
have been guilty of the offenses 
charged against them,. they should 
certainly be properly punished. If 
these charges are without founda- 
tion—as most of them unquestionably 
are—our officers and men are entitled 
to the vindication which a thorough 
investigation will give them. 

Not least among the results of the 
investigation, let us hope, will be the 
stopping, to some extent at least, of 
the offensive yawp of those officious 
and perniciously active “antis’ who 
are trying to show that our fellow- 
citizens who are serving their coun- 
try in the Philippines are cut-throats 
and savages. These cowardly attacks 
upon our (men-at-arms in the Philip- 
pines are of a piece with the cow- 
ardly impugning of our government's 
motives in making our authority re- 
spected where we have planted the 
Stars and Stripes. These assaults will 
fail of their purpose. The truth is 
mighty and will prevail. 


LATT SUBSTITUTE ADOPTED. 

The Senate yesterday, by a vote of 
48 to 33, adopted the Platt amendment 
to the Kahn-Mitchell Chinese Exclu- 
sion Bill. This so-called amendment 
was in reality a substitute for the 
Kahbn-Mitchell bill, the latter being 
entirely superseded. The Platt sub- 
stitute, as adopted, provides that .he 
laws now in force, prohibiting and 
reguiating the coming of Chinese per- 
sons to the United States, shall be ex- 
tended and continued until December 
7, 1904. It extends these laws to “all 
territory under the jurisdiction of the 
United States, and to all immigration 
of Chinese laborers from the Philip- 
pines to the mainland territory of the 
United States, or from one portion of 
the island territory of the United 
States to another portion of said 
island territory.” There is a provi-

But the housework is not done once 
and for all time when the home is pre- 
peered. Oh, if it only were! Human be- 
ings are so constructed that they eat 
and sleep with a regularity equal to 
that of the sun and the tides. Their 
health, strength and happiness, with 
all that these mean of power to acquire, 
to endure, and to enjoy depend mainly 
upon the form, the quality, the quan- 
tity, and the cooking of the food, and 
upon the amount and tne quality of 
sleep. Men and women can accustom 
their lungs to impure air, they can live 
for a lifetime afraid of a bath, they 
can do without clothing of any ac- 
count, but tamper with their food and 
keep them awake and their days of 
joy will be few. Housework, therefore, 
is a necessity, and the custom of the 
ages, if not, indeed, the flat of nature, 
has placed the onus of this most im- 
portant labor upon women. 
Undoubtedly a majority of married 
women engage personally in the physi- 
cal exercises incident to homekeeping, 
and: even when these are consigned to 
servants the problems which the maid 
brings into the Hfe of the mis- 
tress frequently more than counter- 
balance the assistance which is ren- 
dered. 
THE PROPER PREPARATION FOR 

HOMEKEEPING. 

Inasmuch as the household its the 
sphere of a married woman's activity 
for the greater part of her life, and as 
upon her administration of the mani- 
fold business and social matters that 
constantly come before her depends the 
physical well-being, the mental de- 
velopment and the’ spiritual direction 
of several persons, it is pertinent to In-| 
quire what preparation she receives to 
fit her for shouldering these grave re- 
sponsiblilities. Proper preparation or 
the lack of it for household duties al- 
most always manifests itself in the weal 
or woe of several persons besides the 
leading lady in the drama, and it is 
well within bounds to say that by far 
the greater number of women under- 
taking the cares of homemaking and 
homekeeping do so without anything 


’ like the training required for any other 


profession—without anything approach- 
ing adequate preparation—and that as 
a consequence they undergo anxieties, 
make mistakes which often imperil the 
health and happiness of the family, 
and acquire habits of working which 
are directly antogonistic to a healthy 
condition of the body. 

PROPER TRAINING NEGLECTED. 
In no other line of business is so 
much trusted to inexperience and to 
chance as in the beginnings of house- 
keeping,. especially with regard to the 
physical labor incident to the subject. 
Mothers who know how trying, how 
tiring housework is treat their daugh- 
ters with too much consideration. They 
neglect to make them acquainted with 
the difficult tasks which their bodies 
must engage in. The girls are allowed 
to loll around and talk or sing or play 
the piano while the mother punches 
the bubbles out of the bread, when it is 
the daughter who needs the develop- 
ment. The young ladies are permitted 
to read novels or crochet, to lie abed, 
when they should be physic ally active 
in recreation or developing wind and 
muscle in some useful occupation. 
Even in the gymnasiums the theory 
that girls from a physical standpoint 
are only animated china dolls is so 
much a part of the fundamental belief 
of instructors that no adequate means 
are taken for developing the strength 
which Is latent in all of them. Nearly 
every one of these girls is ambitious and 
determined. If a thing its undertaken 
it is going to be done and done with- 
out crying out for assistance, even if

of labor that the physical system is 
permanently handicapped. 
COMMON DEFICIENCIES. 

Some of the results of this neglect of 
proper training are overdevelopment on 
one side of the body and a correspond- 
ing lack on the other—round shoulders, 
protruding shoulder blades, drooping 
head, a narrow, flat chest, thin neck, 
shallow breathing, excess of tissue 
about the abdomen and hips, ugly posi- 
tions in standing, sitting and walking, 
internal derangements. 

ONE-SIDED DEVELOPMENT. 

Nothing is more pleasing to both 
men and women than to see and to 
possess a strong, symmetrical figure, @ 
good shape. Of course many well- 
shaped women are seen on the street— 
well shaped after the notion of the 
fashion-makers—but how often are 
these walking models known to them- 
selves as base decelvers. They can 
have none of that~ self-satisfaction 
which comes from a consciousness of 
muscular beauty and strength. If you 
use a broom constantly on one side it 
will not be long before that side is 
worn a great deal more than the 
other. It is worn, too, in such a way 
that when you try to use the other side 
fyou find that it is impossible to obtain 
the results desired, and you are obliged 
to use the worn side. If you always 
pick up a chair, an iron, all weights 
with the right hand, it will not be a 
great while before you find that when 
a heavy weight is to be jifted you must 
do it with your right because your left 
is not strong enough to perform the 
task. That this is not at all necessary 
can readily be shown by referring to 
the broom again. Use it regularly first 
upon one side and then upon the other, 
and thoroughout its life you will be 
‘able to do equally good work with 
either side. This is true of your body 
to a still greater degree. If you wish 
to be symmetrical, if you wish to have 
both shoulders the same height, both 
arms the same size, both hips of the 
same contour, give both sides of your 
body equal work. Witness the quickly 
acquired ability to manipulate the 
piano with the left hand as skillfully 
as with the right if you are in doubt 
as to the possibility of working with 
both hands. 

AN UNHEALTHFUL, ATTITUDE. 

Nearly all the work which women 
have to do lies directly in front of 
them, -and it is not:to be much won- 
dered at if by reason of ignorance or 
lack of thought the shoulders become 
drawn forward, the head droops, the

shoulder blades stand out like incip- 
ient wings, the abdomen protrudes and 
the chest is. narrow. and flat. The 
mention of these items indicates a fig- 
ure that is, to say. the least, not 
graceful in outline. Attention is not 
called to these postures mainly ~ be- 
cause they are ugly, but because they 
are prejudicial to the highest degree 
of health and frequently are direct in- 
a to disease germs to make a 
visit. 
ELEVATE VITAL ORGANS. 

No vital organ below its proper alti- 
tude can perform its functions in a 
thoroughly proper manner. Every 
part of the person needs to be so lifted 
up above every other part as to give 
every organ perfect freedom to act in 
its own sphere. If the head fs bent 
forward and the shoulders brought 
round to the front the chest is com- 
ressed and the activity of the lungs 
s interfered with. If the chest 
is dropped upon the abdomen the or- 
gans there are pressed too closely to- 
gether and -their natural actions se- 
riously hampered. When the chest is 
compressed in any way the natural re- 
sult is a shallow manner of breathing. 
As the degree of health and strength 
in the whole body bears a direct rela- 
tion to the amount of oxygen inhaled

FIRST BLOOD 
OVER CHARTER. 


Revisionists Split on a 
Political Phase. 


Supportersof Wholesale| 


Amendment Win. 


Widely Divergent Views on 
Eiection of Council from 
City at Large. 


The Charter Revision Committee 
struck a political snag last night and 
tusseled with it steadily for two hours. 
Then a tle vote was had and Chairman 
Powers called time and the committee 
arose with the obstruction no nearer 
cleared than when it sat down. 7 

The “joker” lies behind the proposed 
amendment providing for the election 
of the City Fathers from the city at 
large instead of by wards. Its 
projectors clajm this would prevent 
any Courpvilman from “doing politics” 
or forming machines in his particular 
district and conduce to making the 
body's action be wholly for the general 
good of the city. The Councilmen 
could hardly be expected to support 
such a motion and last night the op- 
position developed. 

The element favoring this radical 
change, however, drew first blood last 
night in the passage of a resolution 
making the scope of the Revision Com- 
mittee very broad. The eommittee is 
composed of the nine Councilmen and 
eight private citizens or other officials. 
There were but four of the municipal 
legislators present, those answering to 
roll call being: Messrs. Snyder, Pow- 
ers, Finlayson, Frank, Pierce, Haas, 
Scott, Millard, Bowen, Walker, 
Mathews and Cochran. 

The ball was started with the fol- 
lowing resolution, offered by Finlay- 


son: 
FINLAYSON’S WEDGE. 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
this Charter Revision Committee that 
the amcndments to be prepared by it 
for submission to the electors should 
not be confined to such change or 
changes in the present charter as may 
be deemed absolutely necessary to the 
further performance of some essen- 
tial government function, but that, to 
the fullest extent consistent with and 
permissible under the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the case of 
Blanchard vs. Hartwell, such amend- 
ments should be prepared and sub- 
mitted as will provide not only for 
such changes in the present charter 
as may be deemed imperatiyely neces- 
sary to further municipal growth and 
progress, but likewise such other and 
enlarged changes in the city’s organic 
act as will, in the opinion of a ma- 
ority of the committee, conduce to the 
€#t possible complete system of mu- 
nicipal government.” 

Finlayson urged that this be made 
@ special order of business, before the 
other special order, which was the re- 
port containing the amendment pro- 
viding for election of Councilmen at 

. He argued that the resolution 
was merely intended to define and de- 
clare the scope of the body—whether 
it was intended to merely patch up the 
charter in a few places where impera- 
tively necessary, or whether as think- 
ing men they are to overhaul the whole 
organic law and remodel and improve 
it according to what is deemed for 
the best interests of the present and 
future city. ,He opposed delay as to a 
declaration of policy. 

Haas said the resolution was aimed 
to bring out a statement from the 
Councilmen, who were in the nature 
of hosts to the other members. If only 
a few clerical errors were to be’ cor- 
rected, “elght busy men” should not 
have been called in, and a statement 
to that effect would now save useless 
study, debate and research. He 
wanted to know whether amendments 
decided on by the committee were to 
be shelved or submitted to the people. 

COUNCILMANIC OPPOSITION. 

Pierce responded with a feeble op- 
position, saying that while the com- 
mittee was appointed with the aim to 
secure a ‘better’ charter, many radica! 
changes could be postponed. 

Bowen then took the floor In deter- 
mined opposition. He said the point 
up had ought to have been the first 
considered; that the charter should 
have been taken up, section by sec- 
tion, and what needed change brought 
out. He said many amendments 
would jeopardize the success of the few 
vital ones at the hands of the people. 
He predicted that if the charter were 
remodeled it would not carry, and 
urged that only the imperative necessi- 
ties be now attended to, and an en- 
tirely new charter be framed later. 
He prophesied that if many amend- 
ments are made there will be an aw- 
ful mix-up at the finish, and many will 
be knocked out at the ballot box. An- 
swering a qthestion, Bowen said he 
could not sey what the Council ex- 
pected changed, but mentioned the 
bond act and street laws. 

Mathews opposed Finlayson’s reso- 
lution as anticipating the committee's 
work. Cochran supported it as “very 


timely,” interpreting it as a bid for an j 


expression of sentiment on the scope 
of the committee. Finlayson refuted 
the argument of Bowen that vital 
amendments might suffer from whole- 
sale revision, and then the question 
was called for. 

“BUG” COMES TO VIEW. 

The resdlution passed with but one 
dissenting vote, that of Pierce. Then 
the “bug” In the measure came plainly 
to view. The next, ‘‘special order’ was 
the report of the Committee on Elec- 
tions and Appointments, composed of 
Finlayson, Haas and ank, recom- 
mending an amendment providing for 
the election of the nine Councilmen at 
large. Finlayson’s resolution was 
aimed to prevent the Councilmen who 
opposed this radical change from 
turning it down on the grounds that it 
was not “vital,” and was intended to 
force consideration of the matter 
solely on its merits. 

The report was up at the last meet- 
ing and Cochran offered an amendment 
providing for nine Councilmen to be 
elected from the wards and four extra 
Councilmen from the city at large. 
The proposition for an upper and lower 
house of Aldermen was injected, and 
after a bad mix-up of issues was un- 
tangled, the discussion opened on 
Cochran's amendment. 

Bowen led the opposition to Council- 
men at large, and Pierce got behind 
him. Mathews supposed the phase in- 
volving ward represeytation, as did 
Cochran. Scott and Haas pointed out 
troubles which might follow electing 
a few Counctimen at large. 

Finally Cochran's amendment was 
defeated, six to six, and as it was after 
19 o'clock aAjournment was called. 
The report will come up next Thurs- 
day evening for action as it originally 
stood, recommending an amendment 
making the election of all nine Council- 
men from the city at large. 

MUNICIPAL LEAGUE'S IDEAS. 


Charies Caseat Davis and A. B. Cass

of by wards. ‘ 

“Fourth, that the competitive merit 
system should be established for all 
departments of the city government.”

League is composed of citizens who are 
anxious to aid the officials, with the 
sole purpose of securing an honest and 
efficient municipal government. Chaltir- 

Powers thanked the gentlemen 
a stated that the committee appre- 
ciated the disposition to help toward 
good government.

CHEATING IN 
STREET WORK. 


Startling Discoveries on 
New Streets. 


Thin Veneer of Cement 
on Sidewalks. 


Strezt Superintendent Admits 
the Facts—Contractors and 
Inspectors at Fault. 


> 

Certain cement contractors who have 
been preying, on the people\of Los An- 
geles are ing to fortify themselves 
a little more securely by having the 
Street Superintendent’s inspection of 
their work abolished. Whether or not 
they succeed in convincing the City 
Fathers that this should be done 
makes little difference to the thousands 
of property owners who have been 
obliged to suffer from the shoddy curbs 
and pavements. Inspection generally 
has been a farce. 

A trip through the newer parts of 
the city ,and an inspection of the 
broken curbs and the cracked and 
crumbling sidewalks yesterday proved 
that much of the so-called cement is 
almost free from that’ material, and 
that contractors have perpetrated 
frauds. 

A few instances serve to show how 
the cement layers have been making 
hay while the inspectors have been 
asleep. 

Work on Halldale avenue in the Hall 
tract, between Adams and Twenty-sev- 
enth street, completed but not passed 
on by Superintendent McGuire, is al- 
ready scaling up and the curbs are 
broken down under the ordinary travel. 
On Anita street, near by, where sev- 
eral blocks of cement work have been 
finished recently, there is an especially 
glaring case of robbery. An adjacent 
property owner said yesterday that tha 
contractors, in fliling in several hun. 
dred feet of lowland for a sidewalk, 
had scraped in dry dirt and had rolled 
i: down with a hand roller without wus- 
ing any Water or tamping. As a firm 
foundation is absolutely essential the 
residents along that street are expect- 
rad to see the walk cave in most any 
ay. 

The east side of Western avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-ninth and Jefferson 
Streets, has been improved within the 
last six months with a sidewalk and 
curb. A property owner living on the 
opposite side of the street says that 
after the alleged cement was laid not 
a shovelful of earth was put on as a 
covering, nor was any water idroed 
on. As this process is considered abso- 
lutely Mecessary there is no wonder 
that the cement won't stand wear and 
is already broken up. 

ONLY SKIN DEEP. 

Residents along Wesley avenue were 
very proud about two months ago, 
when they came into possession of a 
brand new sireet all sidewalked and 
curbed. They are kicking pretty hard 
now, though, for the cement work was 
only skin deep and many patches have 

nm necessary. 

The greatest steal accomplished in 
any part of the city was that in the 
Angelefio Heights tract. Thousands of 
feet of cement wo put down there 
from three to five years ago, have 
broken and crumbled so rapidly that 
the Improvements in that locaility will 
soon have become extinct. | 

lnstances couid be iurnished almost 
without number to show how the peo- 
ple are paying for sand instead of co- 
ment and how tricky contractors, with 
the assistance of ignorant or unrelih- 
growing fat as a re- 

oO e politics rulin 
department. 

The specifications for cemeat work 
require that there shall be a three- 
inch concrete bottom with one part of 
cement to six parts of sand, and that 
the top shall be one-half inch thick 
with equal portions of both materials. 
This rule is very easy to master, but it 
is said that some of the political inspec. 
tors have been unable to retain the fig- 
ures as long as it takes them to go 
from the office to their work. If the 
material used is up to specifications 
it should last for the purposes of or- 
dinary travel between ten and_ fifteen 
years. Figures given by contractors 
on the cost of laying cement walk, 
counting material and labor at the low- 
est rates, and not reckoning on any 
profit, show that the work cannot be 
done for less than from 9% cents to 10 
cents a square foot. The figures that 
are getting the contracts nowadays 
run from 7% cents to 8% cents. 

SUPERINTENDENT SAYS YES. 

This matter was brought to the at- 
tention of Street Superintendent Mc- 
Gutre yeserday and he said: “There 
has been a great deal of work done 
in the city that is net un to specifi- 
cations, but I do not think the in- 
spectors have stood in with the con- 
tractors as has been charged. Not 
under this administration. anyway. In 
my final inspection of work I am not 


able to tell whether there are just the 


correct proportions of cement and sand, 
but have to use my best judszment as 
to the condition of the work. The 
contractors have many wiles and on 
account of the low prices these ‘tricis 
are brought into use whenever possi- 
ble, with the result that there are hun- 
dreds of feet of stuffed curbs and 
thin!w-« onted the city.”

UNION SEEKS TO HAVE ITS OWN. 
INSPECTOR APPOINTED. 


Scheme to Put the Independent Con- 

cerns in a Very Deep Hole and 
Clinch the Grip of the Combine on 
Consumers, 


= 


Since the publication of the facts re- 
garding the war that has been declared 
by the Los Angeles Milk Board of 
Trade on the Standard Miik Company 
and other independent dairies that 
have cut below the union prices, new 
facts have corme to light which show 
that the milk board is trying to hand 
its competitors the ckimmed-mild end 
of tke business and retain the cream 
for itself. 

About three weeks ago the dairy- 
men’s union, otherwise the Mi'k Board 
of Trade, became convinced that Milk 
Inspector Hood was working himself 
almost to death and it was forthwith 
“resoluted” that an assistant inspector 
‘be appointed and that his salary be 
paid by the association. 

Independent dairymen were up in 
arms instanter and oppo:ed such ccton 
on the grounds that the union would 
then have two inspectors of its own 
instead of one. as they claimed that 
Inspector Hood had strong leanings 
toward the association of milkmen. 

The attempt to have one of the union 
men appointed fell through, as it was 
seen early in the game that it could not 
succeed: but the l!atest, developments 
show that the milk beard has not given 
up its pet scheme, as there is a move- 
ment on foot nmong them to have the 
City Council select an assistant with 
the provision that he shall be “satis- 
factory to the union.” 

The “sixty-day protection limit” fur- 
nishes another example of the union's 
methods in its efforts to get a cinch 
on the milk business of the city. This 
is an agreement entéred into by mem- 
bers of the union whereby a customer 
is not allowed to change his milkman 
without giving sixty days’ notice of his 
intentions. Of course he has a right to 
do as he pleases, but if he violates this 
rule of the organization no other un- 
ion man wil serve him with milk 
within the sixty-day limit. 

The Milk Board of Trade has been in 
existence two months and a ha!f and 
practically had a monopoly,on the cus- 
tom of the city when it was organized;

Lower California Has New and Prom- 
ising Oil Field—Many Propositions 
for New Refineries in Western End 
of Kern County. 


San Nicholas Island, une of the Santa 
Bar?:ra Channel group, which the gov- 
ernment some time ago advertised for 
rent, will probably soon be thoroughly 
exploited for water and oil. 

W. J. McGimpsey, an oil man and 
mine owner of Victor, has received 
word from Washington that his rent 
bid for the island—$362.50 per year—is 
the highest offered, and if'no unforseen 
obstacle turns up he will become the 
lessee of the 13,000 acres in the ocean, 
about four thousand acres of which are 
already considered good land. 

McGimpsey believes that there can 
be enough water developed on the isl- 
and to make it blossom, but above all 
he believes that it is possessed of oil 
fields, and will.begin boring as soon 
as he comes into possession of the 
land. The sheep now on the Ifsland will 
probably be removed. 

Should the oll predictions prove true 
on San Nicholas, the Channel Islands 
may open up an entirely new fleld to 
the | men. McGimpsey is now in 
this Ficinity looking for a sultable ves- 
gel In which to visit the island. 
LOWER CALIFORNIA PROSPECT. 

J. G. Moraga of Santa Barbara and 
W. S. Cranz of Nogales, Ariz., are ex- 
ploiting a new oll field which they con- 
trol along the southwestern coast of 
Lower California. From a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. Cranz, the following ex- 
tract briefly tells the plans and hopes 
of the promoters: 

“On the Pacific side of this penin- 
sula, some ninety miles north of Mag- 
dalena Bay (more exactly, from latitude 
deg.. minutes, to latitude 27 deg.,) 
there is an extent of some eighty miles 
of comparatively horizontal strata, be- 
longing to the oil-bearing periods, 
which reach from the coast into the in- 
terior an average distance of eighteen 
to twenty miles. They practically form 
a tableland of easy slope to the sea, 
through which ancient streams have 
cut many very deep and precipitous ar- 
royas, leaving the various strata ex- 
posed—chalks, lime and opaline beds 
and shales. 

“The deeper of these strata are rich 
in petroleum products wherever ex- 
posed; our reports even state they can 
profitably be distilled as they are, but 
the great source of oj! will be from 
the sand strata below. Remember that 
these formations ate quite flat, with 
easy. ‘anticlines, and that they are 
permeated with petroleum products 
wherever visible over an extent of 
more than 1200 square miles, and some 
concepfion may be had of the extent, 
and importance of this field. i

Embroidery is much used on toilets this 
gear. Some of the most elaborate dresses 
for day and evening wear are pretty well 
Gecorated with this material. Considering 
the time required for the work, or the ex- 
pense, if it be done by professionals, it is 
@ matter of economy to have the em- 
broigery not on the dress material itself, 
but in appliques, which may be removed 
and used again and again when the origi- 
nal dress is out of service. 

I will not attempt just now to instruct 
as to how to embroider, shade and slant 
the stitches in detail. Finished work in 
embroidery requires as much artistic taste 
and study as painting in oils or water 
colors. One may study the natura! blos- 
goms or a well-painted flower, and see 
where the high lights fall on the petals, 
where the petals are overshadowing each 
other. It is only after a study of the 
lights and shadows that the worker knows 
how to employ her light or dark shades 
of silk. The judicious use of the different 
shades will bring out the depth of the 
‘ ower. 

Then each petal must be considered in- 
dividualiy, and it will be found that not 
two petals in a blossom require the same 
sianting in the stitch, or the same treat- 
ment generally. 

Shading first, and directions of the 
stitches, secondly, are the main points to 
be considered. Sometimes, when a petal 
or leaf is turned or bent over, a little 
padding is made in the turned-over part 
to give it a more raised appearance.
